The chief requests the public that 
upon discovery of a fire, the indi- 
vidual discovering it to go to the 
earest fire alarm box and send in 
an alarm, as the names of many 
streets sound similar over the tele- 
phone and oftentimes valuable time 
is lost getting the correct location of 
the fire. 

“Do not neglect to call the depart- 
ment even for the smallest blaze im- 
mediately upon its discovery,“ says 
Chief Le Moine. The first five min- 
utes of any fire determines how ser- 
ious it is going to be, so when a fire 
is discovered do not try to put it 
out and then call the department af- 
ter the fire is beyond control, but call 
the department first, then try to put 
out the blaze while the apparatus is 
on the way.“ 

That Richmond is to have a metro- 
politan fire department just as soon 


as rigid inspections, constant drill- 


ing and instruction of firemen can 
give her one is apparent from the 


; program the new chief has outlined. 


A student of other departments, 
well up on the most modern methods 
and apparatus for fighting fires, it 
would appear that Chief LeMoine will 
be able to go far toward protecting 
Richmond against the flame demon.
